Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  19 67?  which  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  general  teims  it  can  he  said  that  the  various  statistics  in  the  body 
of  the  Report  indicate  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  at  a  satisfactory 
level.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  recognised  as  being  the  most  delicate 
index  of  the  social  well-being  of  a  community,  and  in  this  respect  it  is  good 
to  note  the  low  level  of  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  last  two  years  in 
West  Bridgford  as  compared  with  England  and  Wales. (See  page  4  of  the  Report). 

During  the  year  the  estimated  population  increased  by  190  and  now  stands 
at  28,030.  The  natural  increase  of  population  -  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  -  amounted  to  36,  whilst  migration  into  the  district  accounted  for  the 
further  addition  of  154* 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  of  the  total  births  attributable  to  West 
Bridgford  some  12^  were  illegitimate. 

221  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  received  of  which  185 
related  to  Measles.  It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  no  cases  of  Polio¬ 
myelitis  nor  Diphtheria  were  recorded. 

There  were  10  notifications  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  among  West 
Bridgford  residents,  7  being  in  the  age  group  0-24  years.  Tuberculosis  is 
not  yet  defeated,  though  its  importance  has  been  minimised  with  the  advent  of 
modern  drugs.  The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  senior  pupils  as  a  routine  is  a 
valuable  preventive  measure,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  good  response 
at  the  various  schools  as  listed  on  page  9* 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  summarises  the  valuable 
work  of  environmental  control  which  the  inspectors  and  staff  have  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

May  I  record  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  members  of  your  Health 
Committee,  for  your  interest  and  understanding  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.

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B.C.G.  VACCINATION  OP  SCHOOLCHILDREN 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  his  Deputy.  All  schoolchildren  of  11  years  of  age  and  over  are 
eligible. 

The  procedure  consists  of  a  preliminary  skin  test  to  find  out  those 
children  who  would  benefit  from  the  protection  which  B.C.G.  vaccination 
confers.  These  children  are  known  as  the  negative  reactors  to  the  test.  Those 
who  have  a  positive  reaction  are  not  vaccinated,  but  are  referred  for  a  full 
chest  X-ray,  and  are  subsequently  kept  under  review. 

The  B.C.G.  procedure  is  thus  of  two-fold  value.  It  enables  those  who 
have  not  been  in  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  to  be  vaccinated  and  so 
protected  for  the  future,  whereas  the  children  who  have  already  been  in 
contact  with  the  germ  can  be  examined  by  X-ray  and  kept  under  supervision.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  District  receives  its  water  supply  from  Nottingham  Corporation  Water 
Department,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  which  use  a  shallow  well. 


The  whole  of  the  urban  sewage  flow  is  now  pumped  to  the  City  of 
Nottingham  Sewage  Works  at  Stoke  Bardolph. 

The  removal  of  household  waste  is  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department  and  controlled  tipping  continues  at  the  Council's  site  off  Rugby  Rd.

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  277  complaints  of  infestations  were  received  and  dealt 
with,  the  operator  making  1,963  visits  and  1,920  surveys  of  individual 
properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  193  rat  bodies  and  108  mouse 
bodies  were  recovered. 

On  premises  where  '’gassing”  was  carried  out  and  ’’spoon  baiting"  of  runs 
etc. ,  it  was  not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that  the  total  number 
of  rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the  above  figures. 

In  addition  54  wasps  nests  were  destroyed.

AIR  POLLUTION 

Measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
are  still  being  taken  by  the  Volumetric  method  at  the  Health  Department  Office. 

The  Table  below  gives  the  monthly  average  for  three  years.  All  measurements 
are  expressed  in  micrograms  per  cubic  metre. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  has  been  a  steady  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
smoke  pollution  over  the  three  years.  The  sharp  increase  in  pollution  during 
the  winter  months  is  evidence  of  the  effect  of  domestic  fires  upon  the  atmosphere.

Regular  visits  are  paid  to  cafes  and  other  food  preparing  premises  and 
advice  and  instruction  are  given  where  necessary.
